Senator Hill Says We Set th 
‘Example - 


Senator Sherman Again Declares 
that Weyler is a Butcher—Mr. 
Linney’s Vehement Speech 
on an Election Case. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 


WASHINGTON, March 12,—Senators 
Sherman and Hill were the conspicuous 
figures in the Cuban debate in the Sen- 
ate today. The New York Senator forc- 
ibly urged the mercenary character of 
the pending resolutions, -while, Senator 
Sherman upheld them with another 
graphic arraignment of Spain argd.Gen. 
Weyler. It was the fourth day of the 
debate on the conference report, and 
yet there was no evidence of a near ap- 
proach to a final vote, although Sena- 
tor Sherman announced that he would 
press for a vote at the earliest momient. 
The galleries continue to be crowded, 
and today showed no diminution of 
public interest. 

Senator Hill’s opposition to the reso- 
lutions was confined to that feature 
which expressed the purpose of the 
United States to intervene to protect 
the legitimate interests of the United 
States. This, the Senator declared, was 
an ignoble and contemptible attitude. 
It was placing the cause of Human 
liberty and patriotism on a very low 
Plane. and he urged fhat the resolu- 
tions be deefated in order that they 
might be amended and the mercenary 
features eliminated. 

Senator Sherman’s speech was mainly 
a reassertion of the views he presented 
when the Senate _ resolutions were’ 
adopted. He declared that war in Cubs 
was flagrant and.the evidences of it 
abundant. He insisted on his charac- 
terization of Gen. Weyler as “the 
butcher.” but conceded that the Span- 
ish Minister. Sefior Dupuy de Lomeé, 
had the full right and the duty of con- 
troverting and explaining the state- 
ment. either in or out of the State De- 
partment. In the course of his speech 
Senator Sherman + glowing trib- 
ute to the patriotism and fidelity of. 
President Cleveland and his readiness 
to uphold the country’s flag. 

The latter part of the day was given 
to the Dupont contest, Senator Pritch- 
ard of North Carolina arguing in sup- 
port of the claimant. 

An important bill creating an art 
commission of five members, was 
passed. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 


WASHINGTON, March 12. — SEN- 
ATE.—After an hour consumed in 
clearing away routine matters, the Cu- 
ban resolutions were laid before the 
Senate, and Senator Hill of New York 
was recognized. He pointed out that, 
this being a conference report, the res- 
olutions could not be amended. . He 
would, therefore, vote against the re- 
port in order that, at a subsequent 
time, amendments might be made. 
The Senator particularly objected to 
the third clause of the resolutions, stat- 
ing that the United States had not in- 
tervened in the struggles between any 
European governments and their colo- 
nies, but that, owing to the proximity 
of Cuba, the United States should be 
prepared to intervene. This he de- 
clared ambiguous and unmeaning. 

We had intervened, he said, and rec- 
ognized countries which had been colo- 
nies of Spain. What. the resolution 
sought to convey was a threat to inter- 
_yere. To this extent the resolution 
was unnecessary. It was the object of 
doubtful construction and a mischief- 
breeder, liable to compromise us. The 
phrase, “United States should be pre- 
pared to protect the legitimate inter- 
ests of our citizens by intervention,” 
sounded like a threat, or it was bun- 
combe, 

“If this resolution means that we 
should increase our army, let us say so 
frankly, and frame a Bill for that pur- 
pose,”’ said Senator Hill. “If it means 
that we should increase our navy, let 
us State it frankly and fearlessly, and 
frame a bill to that end. Let us not 
indulge in idle boasts and threats and 
doubtful phrases as to being prepared 
to protect legitimate interests by in- 
tervention.” 

Senator Hill asked what the “legiti- 
mate interests’ referred to were. 
Were there any “illegitimate inter- 
ests?” This was not a proposition to 
intervene in the cause of humanity, or 
to aid in the cause of freedom, or to 
stop bloodshed, but to “protect our 
legitimate interests.” Senator Hill ut-_ 
tered the words with great scorn. 

“This is placing our intervention on 
very low ground,” said he. “If we are 
to intervene at all, then at least let us 
put it on some higher ground than the 
urgency of protecting our business in- 
terests. Do not put on the low ground 
that ®ve are losing a few dollars by this 
contest between Spain and Cuba.” 

He.held up a bunch of telegrams, 


New York. One of the telegrams read 
substantially as follows: ‘Present at- 
titude of United States toward Cuba 
seriously affecting commerce with that 
island. Merchants there are preparing | 
to boycott American merchants and to 
cancel their orders here.”’ 

Senator Hill paused for a moment 
after reading the dispatch, and then 
shaking it in his hand, he added with 
disdain: “And they expect me to have 
my course here placed on the ground 
that Spanish merchants threaten to 
boycott some of our merchants. With 
all due respect to these gentlemen, I 
think our action should be on higher 
grounds. If we, wish to act let us do so, 
without this boasting, without these 
idle declarations, without this bun- 
combe.”’ 

He said he favored the other portions 
of the resolutions. declaring that a 
state of war existed. Does not war 
actually exist in Cuba today? Sena- 
tors asked for facts. Cuba was today 
full of reliable correspondents—there is 
once in a while a reliable correspond- 
ent—and they are daily detailing the 
progress of this conflict: Today it is 
reported that one Cuban general is 
within a stone’s throw of Havana. It 
is idle to shut our eyes to these con- 
ditions. 

“It is said,” proceeded Senator Hill, 
“that the administration will be embar- 

y the resolutions. I deny it. 
If the administration had felt in that 
way then s0mq@ one this side of the 
chamber would know it. I do not be- 
lieve that the officers of the administra- 
tion would keep their feelings on this 
subject so close that no one would know 
it. If the President should sign the 
resolutions American citizens could. sell 
arms to the insurgents.”’

Big Cleveland Shoe Firm Ruined by 
the Junior Member.

Subscribers Will Have the First 
Choice of Seats. 
One of the questiong most important 
_to the friends and supporters of the 
flesta was decided yesterday by the 
Committee of Thirty. The meeting of 
that body was largely attended, and 
the utmost interest and enthusiasm 
was manifested. The new members, 
Messrs. Bonebrake, Wilshire, Last and 
Walton, were present and .were im- 
pressed with the satisfactory condition 

of the many features undertaken. 
When the matter of the sale of re- 

forthe — 


the unanimous opinion was 
expressed that the subscribers, those 
who made the flesta possible by their 
financial aid, are entitled to some cffi- 
cial recognition, and that some prefer- 
ence should be shown them over those 
who failed to support a public enter- 
prise of such vital importance to Los 
Angeles. The only question open for 
debate was the method to be adopted 
toshow the committee’s appreciation to- 
ward the subscribers, and it was de- 
cided that the choice of seats should 
be given them: 

The first two days of the sale of 
seats on the tribunes were ¢et apart 


| exclusively for subscribers, who will 


then: be able to select the best places, 
from which to view all the parades. A 
list of the subscribers, alphabetically 
| arranged, will be deposited at the 
headquarters, where the sale wil be 
conducted; and each purchaser will be 
asked to identify himself before the 
tickets are transferred. 

The prices of the seats will be rea- 
sonable and the tribunes will be so 
grouped as to give an equal advantage 
of view to all holders of seats. 

It has been decided to have a most 
striking street decoration. The visitor: 
wno comes to witness the pageant will, 
on stepping from the railroad cars, 
find the city in holiday attire. Fis eyes 
will behold a magnificent display of 
banners in fiesta colors, extending from 
the La Grande and Arcade depots to 
Main street. Upon the principal streets 
the decorations will assume the form 
of a long line of arches of the red, 
green and yellow colors, as canopies of 
bunting will be spanned across the 
street from the different poles. In ad- 
dition to these decorations over five 
thousand palm leaves will be artisti- 
cally interwoven with the colors, and 
the green leaves will hide e white 
electric poles. During the evenings the 
principal streets will be illuminated 
with colored electric lights. 

The pole, upon which the Stars and 
Stripes will be raised has arrived at 
San Pedro from Washington, and will, 
in a few days, be brought to this city. 
The Terminal Railway has offered to 
bring the immense pole, that measures 
140 feet in length, to Los Angeles free 
of charge,-and the. Park Commission- 
ers have offered to erect it without 
cost to the fiesta management. ohn 
F. Francis has donated the large flag 
that will float from its majestic 
height. and consequently the city will 
be enriched by the largest flagpole and 
largest flag in California. 

The Committee of Thirty will hold 
a special meeting on Monday afternoon 
at 3:30 o’clock to confer with a special 
committee of the Hotel Keepers’ Asso- 
ciation in regard to some important 
matters connected with the fiesta. 

A list was presented containing the 
names of those who had refused to sub- 
scribe. or whose subscriptions had been 
decreased or were deemed insufficient, 
and it was decided to urge those gentle- 
men to reconsider their action. 


A Handsome Tribute. 


~The following bit of encomium for 
Susan B. Anthony is from a sermon 
recently delivered by the Rev. H. W. 
Thomas of Chicago: 

“A Washington and a Lincoln have 
come in our great century, and bettveen 
their birthdays was born a Susan B. 
Anthony, whose grand life has been 
given to the noble cause of woman, 
the rights of the wives and of 
mothers of men.

PROTECTION FOR A CALIFORNIA PAT- 
ENTEE, 
Mr. E. T. Earl of this city, who has been 


| prominently identified with the fruit industry 


of California, and who has been engaged in 
the shipping both of deciduous and citrus 
fruits to the eastern markets since 1876, after 
much experience in using various kinds of 
cars for this purpose, and after much experi- 
ence and thought on the subject, invented a 
folding ventilating device, which, applied to a 
refrigerator car, made a ventilator-refrigerator 
car, the combination of which made such a 
car a perfect ventilator, which could be run as 
a ventilator when the weather would admit, 
and when the car encountered extreme cold 
weather, the device was so arranged that it 
could be folded, thus closing the ventilators, 
léaving the car a refrigerator, giving protec- 
tion against extreme cold weather. 

In 1890 Mr. Earl obtained a patent in due 
form for his device and applied it to quite a 
large number of cars, which. were operated by 
the well-known C. F. X. Co. These cars be- 
came very popular with all shippers of fruit 
in California and were extensively used. In 
the early part of 1895 Armour & Co., who are 
large packers of pork and.beef in Chicago, de- 
cided to extend their interest in the ownership 
of cars to the Pacific Coast, and organized a 
ear line known as the Fruit-growers’ Express 
for the purpose of carrying deciduous and cit- 


‘}rus fruits without permanently identifying 


themselves in the fruit industry, sitiply as a 
car-line proposition. 

Well knowing the popularity of the C. F. x. 
cars and the practicability of the Earl venti- 
lating device, they built 600 cars and applied 
a folding ventilator device nearly the duplicate 
of the Earl ventilator device. Equipping the 


‘Years of the Fruit-growers’ Express with this 


device, they sent them to California and ap- 
pointed. Robert Graham their general manager 
to operate them in California. As soon as 
these cars arrived in California Mr. Earl saw 
that they had not only appropriated his inven- 
tion, but had made an infringement upon the 
patent without having first arranged with him 
in the proper manner for the use of the patent. 

Mr. Earl brought suit against Robert Gra- 
ham for using the cars equipped with this pat- 
ent. The case came up March 3 in the United 
States Court at San Francisco, Judge Morrow 
presiding. The case was tried before an in- 
telligent jury, and today a verdict was ren- 
dered in favor of Mr. Earl, which establishes’ 
the validity of the Earl patent, and will no 
doubt restrain the Fruit-growers’ Express, 
managed by Robert Graham, from using cars 
equipped with this patent. The case was a 
very interesting one and a large number of 


as stated above it resulted that Armour & Co. 
of Chicago, through Robert Graham, their 
general manager on the Pacific Coast, has 
been rebuked in the eyes of the law for put- 
ting to use a patent which they never in- 
vented or purchased. 

Mr. Earl is to be congratulated upon getting 
protection as an inventor of a valuable patent.

What the Signal Service Says About

It appeared that Mrs. Dalton had 
rented the lower floor of a building in 
Redondo, owned by Mr. Field, with the 
intention of using it for a restaurant. 
With the room, she rented some sil- 
verware and kitchen utensils belonging 
to a Mr. Lancaster, who had carried 
on @ restaurant in the building just be- 
fore she rented it. 

All went well for a while, and then 
little disagreements began to arise be- 
tween Mrs. Dalton and her landlord, 
which culminated in her leaving the 
restaurant. Her goods and chattels 
were packed ready for shipping, but 
the process of removal was suddenly 
arrested by Mr. Field, who attached 
Mrs. Dalton’s belongings for $34 rent, 
which he claimed as due and unpaid.

He says he believes the can- 
nery is the only hope of the deciduous 
fruit-growers in this section. He pointed 
to a number of extensive producers who, 
he said, still hold last year’s dried fruit. 
Fach year sees still heavier production 
of dried fruit, and he sees little encour- 
agement in the future. The deciduous 
fruit land in this section cost from $200 
to $300 per acre, while in northern coun: 
ties the best of deciduous fruit land 
could be had for $75 per acre. The con- 
sequence is that the North can produce 
dried fruit at a profit, when southern 


' producers cannot pay interest on the in- 


vestment. Moreover, every effort to 
ship green apricots and peaches east 


from this section has failed. But the

It 
is no longer an objection to crops that

The only 


question asked is, will it pay? It is bet- 
ter to work hard in growing something 
that requires hard.labor and skill com- 
bined than to. grow the crops that can 
be produced most easily, and be forced 
to sell them below cost. It is true that 
this policy will make it necessary to 
divide and subdivide large farms. This; 
as we have always maintained, should 
be done any way. On a-few acres thor- 
oughly tilled and made rich as a few 
acres can be, there will always be a 


margin of profit. As the farm cap 
increases, additional money will be 
into it, for experience shows that to 


prove capacity of soil is, when near a 
good market, the safest investment that 


can be made. 


There are other kinds of 


farm improvements that have brought 


farmers to financial ruin.

Great Volume-of Our Fresh Fruit 


Trade. 


(San Francisco Chronicle:). It is as- 
tonishing, when we consider the diffi- 
culties to be overcome, to contemplate 
the success of California in the fresh 
fruit trade. Situated as we are, at 


such a distance from the great centers 


of consumption, it would seem to be 
the first and most essential object to 
attain to put all our products in the 
most. concentrated ‘form in order to 
avoid the expense of a long overland 
haul. But the fact remains that we 
have conquered the Eastern markets 
for our, ripe fresh fruit, and have made 
a successful assault on the great Lon- 
don market. 6000 mile away. And while 
doing this we are compelled to use, not 
ordinary freight cars, but the heaviest 
refrigerators, whose dead weight to be 
hau‘ed: is sometimes double that of the 
paying freight which they carry, and 
these heavy cars for the most. part 
have to be hauled back empty for the 
whole long distance. It is probable that 
between July 1, 1895, anda July 1, 1896, 
we shall have shipped from this State 
to Eastern markets as many as 15,000 
carloads of fresh-fruit, upon which 
there will be paid for freightage and 
refrigeration something like $5,500,000, 
and which will yield to the growers 
about an équal amount. Fifteen thou- 
sand cars at 1 cent a pound would 
amount to $3,600,000 and at 2 cents a 
pound, to $7,200,000. The probabilities 
are that. the amount realized is be- 
tween the two, say, $5,000,000. The cost 
of selling 15,000 cars of fruit would be 7 
per cent. on $10,500,000, for commission 
is paid. by the grower upon the freight 
as well as upon the fruit, and would 
amount to $735,000. 

The reason why we ate enabled to 
conduct this business under such tre- 
mendous charges at all is the char- 
acter of our climate and the qualities 
of our soil. which enable us to produce 
better fruit at less expense th can 
be produced elsewhere, and to make it 
enough better so that those who have 
the money will pay its extra cost. It 


is part of the money value of our cli- 
mate.

THE EFFECT OF THE FLUID IN 
_ MINE SURVEYING. 


Military Telephony—An Electric 
Ship—Electricity and Hypnotism. 
The Wonderful Effects of Sug- 
gestion—An Electric Life Buoy. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) * ~ 
NEW YORK, March '3.—Telephony , 
is now one of the most important re- 
sources that modern science has placed 
at the disposal of armies in campaign. 
When two nations are at war with each 
other,.the-chances are that victory 
will remain with the one that effects 
its mobilization in the minimum cf 
time, transporting, as far as possible, 
and with the least possible delay, the 
greatest number of men supplied with 
rapid-firing guns, their suppiles of 
provisions being promptiy renewed. 
Once out in the open country, beyond 
large railways and other main ruads, 


large tracts of country, and are, as a 
rule. without any regular means of 
intercommunication. It is here that 
telephony steps in. By the aid of. the 
Charollois system, which has, with 
certain modifications, been adopted by 
the United States army, a general can 
now be in telephonic communication 
with all parts of the army. The main 
points of the recently-adopted method, 
simplicity, lightness, solidity, facility. 
and rapidity of installation, are the 
outcome of the use of only a single 
wire for the telephonic transmission, 
using the earth as a return. Capt. 
Charollois found that a metallic wire, . 
unwound aiong the ground, without 
any precaution as to insulation, had 
the property of conducting to compa- 
ratively great distances, twelve miles 
at least. the induced current circulat- 
ing between two. electric; or even

| gress authorizing the Secretary of thé 


Navy to construct cruisers after the 
‘Painton design. Placing the present 
propulsion efficiency of ships at 55 per 
cent., Mr. Painton claims by the com- 
bination of steam and electrical ma- 
chinery to secure an. efficiency about 
four times greater than that of steam 
engines applying their power without 
the intermediary of dynamos 
motors. 
with this system he can develop a 
speed of forty miles an hour in ordin- 
ary passenger ships and thirty-five 
knots an hour in a naval ship under the 
usual conditions of sea and wind. The 
vessel is to have fourteen screw pro- 
pellers arranged along the side, each 
to be independently operated from a 
switchboard. There are two propellers 
‘forward and aft at regular intervals. 
‘The two stern propellers ‘are located 
under the overhang of the stern. Each 
forward and aft propeller consists of 
two wheels so arranged on the shaft 
that the blades of the forward wheel 
are opposite the opening between. the 
blades of the after wheel. It is under- 
stood that with this system 1800 revo- 
lutions have been reached, and that 
800 can be depended upon in service, 
‘The inventor says that he can reduce 
the loss attending transmission of 
Boog 2000-horsepower ship from 
to horsepower. Each propel- 
ler is worked by a separate motor, the 
common current being generated by a 
central plant. Mr. Painton states that 
this system will enable a ship’s speed 
to be increased, say; fromstwenty. to 
forty knots an hour with but slight ad- 
ditional horsepower.
